DAREDEVIL #148 was another step forward in the con- 
tinuing improvement of the title. Jim Shooter has proven 
himself @ capable writer and has mede, an important decision 
which can only make the book better and better as he settles 
into it; that is, restoring Daredévil to his proper milieu of the 
night-stalking detective. Being the ultimate dweller in darkness, 
Daredevil was always most in his element while chasing 
through alleys and swinging over moonlit rooftops. “’Man- 
hunt!” wes extremely evocative of theld Daredevil, and that 
was the key to its success. Shooter still has to overcome a 
certain soap-opera-ishness in his dialogue, but his stories have 
real thrust. : 

Ariy weaknesses in the story were more than made up for by 
the art. Though Gil Kane can sometimes be an annoying artist 
(with his use of up-the-nose shots), there is a dynamism in his 
work, And that dynamism has found new life in the fine Inks 
of Klaus Janson. Janson is a highly talented inker who seems 
equally at home with science fiction (LOGAN'S RUN), humor 
(HOWARD THE DUCK), or the gritty street reality of 
DAREDEVIL. In this issue, his inks brought menace ta every 
shadow along the way af Daredevil’s search. His attention to 
detail (the box of crackers in Foggy's apartment, puddles and 
garbage in the streets, the photographic skyline effect on page 
14, pane! 1) is masterful, and the whole effect is further 
enhanced by his use of muted, realistic coloring. 

All in all, Messrs, Shooter, Kane, and Janson (not to 
mention, Goodwin) should be commended for their work on 
this book. Keep it up!
